Farm employment increases. According to January 1947 number of BAT" s 
Whara Labor” there were 7 percent more people at work on farms than a 
yeer earlier. Proportionately, the increase in number of hired 
workers was much larger than the increase in family workera. 


Farm wage rates for the entire country on January 1 were 10 per cent 
higher than a year ago and more than 3 times the January 1955-59
